LIFE IN THE RORGAN UA PITAL. 
Szoun, Korna, lat Sept. 1886. 

The Korean honses all faco the sotth, No 
matter if the entrance gate is on the north,thoro 
will be a Way around to tha reception rooms 
which will invariably open toward the south. 
The cities are co laid out that, if possible, thare 
shall bos ruggod mountain on the north and a 
‘green, wooded hill or monatain on the south. 
‘This ig in: accordance with their ideas of har- 
mony. Cortain it is thot it makes & very 
picturasque effect. The capital, Seoul, is laid 
ont in the -asme way, and they sadoceded in 
finding a site that oxaotly anited. Bobind the 
palace, inside the city walls, rigoya ragged poak 
soma 3,000 feet in height. Farther on still a 
whale range of mountains pioroa the clouds with 
their crags and exert an influence upon the city. 
On tho east and west sides of the city there aro 
also monntuins, bat the gem of the whole collac- 
tion is the Nam Shan (south morntain), which, 
ments the gazo of avary hongéholdar as he sits in 
his parlour facing southward. ‘This mountuin is 
green the year round, being covered with a 
heavy growth of pine, excapt on the top, whore 
the trees have been removed to make place for 
the signal fires, In the absenov of telegraph 
lines the Koreans, from ancient times, have been 
in thehabit of signalling from the border, in five 
dixections, whether all is peaceful or otherwise. 


FROM PEAK TO PEAK. 

Thore are cortain high monntata poaks Bap- 
pily situated at appropriate intervala in each 
Grectiva. Upon the tops of these mountains 
quarters bave boon built for signal offloors, whose 
duty it ia to have tho fico all ready to kindle into 
a full blaze immediately on seeing the lights from 
the mountaing nearest toward the border, The 
next station passes the sigaal slong, and so in 
less then an hour-1,000 ri (350 miles) are gono 
over, and it ia known at tho oapital that quiet 
reigns along the border. When the five Lights 
have been seen Ww the station on the south’ moun- 
tain of Seoul, the watch quiokly lights his five 
fires in little ovan-like structures opon at the top, 
and so placed as to be easily soon from tho palaoa. 
Bvory night a body of vonorablo, gray bearded 
officars of high'rank goin hefore hia Majexty and 
announce “all is tranquil. ond quiat ; theflva fires 
were seenon Nam Shan thisevoning.”

Megsre, Lhoste and Mangot have been good 
onough to givous a complete. account of thatr fine 
voyage, and we shall allow them to do the talk- 
ing, but not before offering them all the con- 
gratulations that they merit:—On July 29, the 
wind boing favourable, the inflation of our 
balloon, the “ Torpillenr,” was began at Chor- 
bourg, ot o'clock in the avaning, and was finish- 
edatll, The arranging of tho paraphernalia 
fook halfan hour. These comprised (as explain 
ed by one of us.at a mooting of tho Congress of 
Learned Sooicties on Aprit-29, 1886, presided 
over by Mr. Faye) the following: (1) A helix 
placad under the car, and revolved by the asro- 
naats; (2) a triangular anil, that started from the 
centro and oxtended to’a yard 15 feet in length, 
fagtened horizontally to our ring; (3) ‘gnide 
rope, 280 faat.in length; (4) a oylindro-coniaal 
float, 54 feet in longth and 8% inches in diame- 
ter ; (5) & couical reservoir of a capacity of 85 )zal- 
Jouy, and capable of serving asan anchor; (6) two 
pails altachet to”an ondloss “ropo, 525 feet in 
longth.; (7) 8 sheathing of cork sround the oar, 
torondor the latter unsinkable ; (8) ten bags, exch 
contaiuing 44 pounds of sand; and (9) all the 
necessary instruments. At balfspast eleven wo 
gavo the ~signal for starting, and roso slowly to 
an altitude of 1,300 feat, which we succeeded in 
keeping until half-past two o’clook in tha morn. 
ing. Scarcely had wa left the roadstead when 
we saw that the navy was making efforts to fol- 
low our balloon by moans of the Manigin electrio 
light projector.

: SOUNDS OF THE NIGHT, 

A Korean night is romarkably. still. Dark- 
ness provails,and for this and other reasons 
people are not.muoh astir. There is nat the tap, 
fap, tapping of-the watchman ss in China. 
Thowgh an odcasional brawl at sone wine shop 
often suggests the nead of watchmop, Tho dogs 
are nnmerous, but do not amount to such a nai- 
sunce a8 in Constantinople and many other 
places. A musical donkey sometimes indulges 
In a plaintive serenade, but ay these animals are 
very highly prized oud usually obtained from 
China, they are not 30 common. as to prove a ‘nni- 
sanee. In the country the farm-yord noises pro- 
vail as in avery country, But, in city or coun- 
try, one noise Rooulisr to Korea breaks the still- 
nesa of the night with ita rythmical, elook-like 
‘tioking. Any great event, be it holiday, examin- 
ation, a projosted revolation, will canse many 
Koreans to noed.clean olothes, Their olothes 
being fine whita or light-coloured cambria soit 
easily and now ones are in creat domand. It» is 
thon that the midnight stillness is broken by 
the laundry masio, Wot that it is hoard alone 
‘in the night, but the sounds of the waking hours- 
more or less obsoure it, and itis heard in its per- 
fection at night, Lying ina sleaploss bed it is 
Pleasant’ to hear this. tick-tack, tack, in 
rapid suocession, and know that two industrious 
women are faithfully improving tho time. - 


MATERIAL FOR GARMENTS. 

The cloth nsed in Koran is either native-hand- 
made cotton, linen or silk, or it is what is known 
in America as Lonstals, cambric and Victoria 
Jowo, It sis mostly of Buglish mauufacture. 
To give this tho boautifal shoon it usually pos- 
pesseas when worn, the cloth is rolled, after colour- 
ing, on s long, very hard and smooth, round pin, 
of about four inches diameter. Two womon, or 
cosasioually a man and wouan, seat themselves, 


cross-legred, in front of and on. cither side of 
this rolling pin, which is fostonod up of either 
end by wood or stond snpports, which allow it to 
turn freely, Each performer takes up two atieks, 
shaped like baseball bata and abont ‘eighteen 
inohes long by one inch through the greatest 
diamotor. With one of these in each hand, 
thoy bogin a lively tune, playing on the 
goods rolled on the pin. The motion ia 20 
regulated that tho pin revolves somewhat 
regularly, and all paris.are presnuted to the 
tapping.. Tha common people do not indulge 
largely in this luxury, though, ss tho vast 
majority of the Koreans soon in the cities aro 
well dressed, with clean outside. robes,.it gives a 
vast amount of work for the womon slaves and 
wives of the poor. A linea gauze or crepe is 
made in Korea that becomes fairly beautiful 
after being treated in this way, and cortainly 
rivals any other fabric for gauzy coolness and 
fresh sppesrance. : 


AN EVIDENCE OF INDUSTRY, 

This noise isa sure evidence that two persons 
are not gossiping or in other mischief, for the 
attention is not only oconpied in hitting the pro: 
per epot, but the noise ia so considerable as to 
prevent conversation. And while it is pleasant 
to hear at a distance, it would surely banish sleep 
from the eyes of a stranger if ludging in the 
house where the pounding was going ou. Riding 
along on horseback: an: occasional glimpse is ob- 
tained over a wall into a court off the servants’ 
quarters, wheratwo women ara industriously’ tap- 
ping away.

We did not.see Venus until 
toore than an hour after she had risen, The 
aurora was very intense, but the brightiess of 
the coming day worked no prejudice to the effect 
prodnoed by the planot. “Hor aspect waa 
trnly adinirable, Her brillisncy was com- 
parable to that of an electric beacon, and touch 
exceeded that of the Isle of Wight, Well know- 
ing: that, the appearance of daylight would give 
us a dangerous increase of asconsional force, we 
manouvred from half-past throo o’elock in the 
morning to circumvent the sun’ainfluencs. For 
the purpose of getting to the surface of the sea, 
we set the helix in motion. Despite the incon- 
venience of operating it, the balloon was 
brought within 160 foot of thi wavos With- 
out the ‘loss of the Joost amoant af- 
‘Tho float was at once lot down to the surfsop, 
and as goon as it filled with water, through the 
orifices with whioh it was provided, the tension 
that it exerted upon its. cable rendered the 
manaurring casier. So we took advantage of 
this to set oar sail, I¢ was thon that, to our, 
groat satisfaction, wa sawthat we were approach- 
ing the Isle of Wight with a velocity of vine 
knots an hour.’ Tho resistance of the float had 
made us loso a notable portion of our spead, and 
for the purpose of making this-up.and obtaining: 
alateral direction, wa trimmed our gail. The 
latter at once bellied. ¢hus proving -that it was 
soling despite ita dimonsions, which were small 
relatively to the’ perpetdicnlar soction of tho 


,balloon, We soon percaived that tho heat of the 


approaching day was produoing so perceptible 
an inflation that onr float, notwithstanding its 
weight of 180 pounds, was skipping over, the 
waves. Now was the moment t0 put in oxeou- 
tion the last part of our plan, and to take soa 
water aboord ag supplemontary bellest.. This 
mancenvre permits of lowering the ballcon at will, 
and bringing it within a few yards of the surface 
of the sea, Upon approaching: the coast, our float 
was hauled up, after first omptying it by means 
of the invorting rope. Thanks to such lighten- 
ing of the balloon, we rosa toa height of 3,200 
foot, and entered England tv the weat of the city 
of Bognor, st. forty minutes four in the 
morning. The limpiduess and transparency of 
tho water not for from tho coast wore surprising. 
‘The bottom, which was formed of rocks strewed 
over sand, partially eovered with long seaweada, 
conid be seen vary diatinatly. Tho effect of our 
atil had bedn sufficient to cause us to deviate 
from: the course taken in the first part of the 
yoyage; but, when given ite liberty again, the 
balloon had resumed its first'ronte in slightly 
ascending toward the north. The sun having 
finally made its uppearanoe, we rose to an alti- 
tude of 4,200 foot, As it was our intontion to 
rooodd to Loudon, we looked attentively im the 

jrection N.N.E. to seo whether we could dis- 
tingnish either Westminster. Palase or the demo 
of St. Paol's, which in 350 foot in height. We 
soon recogaised the outlines of these gizantio 
structures, -It-wes -about -fivo..c'olock in-tho 
morning. Soon afterwards, we eaw outlined in 
the distanca the immense course of the 
thames, from its mouth es far ne to beyond 
Windsor  Custle. Keeping ‘ourselves in 
the right’ path, we presorved ovr horison- 
tall on far an to" tho Crystal Palsca, 
which we left to the right. Fearing that we 
might mise Eondon and sacead towurd the 
sourges of the Thaures, we opened the valve in 
order to bring ourselves toward Londou Bridgo’ 
through a lower current, ‘Chis manquvie wae 


thoroughly successful, andthe great river waa - 


crossed at an altitrdo of 800 tert in the vicinity 
ofthe Tower. Having reascended fo an altitulo 
of 1,100 feet, wo allowed onraplyes to be carried 
along ty a S.9.W. wind,“ which caused us to 
oross the sity near St’ Paul's, the Artille 
Grounds, Vistoria Park, and tha entire nort! 

art of the city. Seeing that we wore leaving 

ondon, we began to descand, and, despite the 
violence of the wind, found it possible atop 
without accident ina besutiful meadow on the 
banks-of the river Les, We were at Tottenham 
Station,a charming village ‘to‘the northeast of 
the metropolitan distriot—-Za Nature.
